Mr. Foster is tho owner of a one- 
fourth interest in tho Bessie Bandi, 
which the Nome Nugget characterizes 
as the richest placer mine in the history 
of tho world. 
Ile is very modest in 
reference to his good fortune, and says 
that it is probably not as phenomenal 
as tho papers state, but says th a t mine 
has brought him enough of tho root of 
all evil to keep filial in comfort all his 
life.
